new number of “Living Races of Mankind"

houses are all built of the same material—mud, 
wood for the framework, and thatched or tiled 
roof—and on one plan, a single storey disposed 
in a number of compartments, usually sight feet 
square. In winter the whole house is warmed 
by hot-air pipes connected with the. kitchen 
fire, and introduced under. the floor, which js 
raised about a foot from the grodad, Glass 
being.rare, the window-panes are?of oiled paper 
which admits a feeble light but shuts off the 
view. , ; 

Like the house, the national costume is of
